unchangeable duty ad faichtulneſſe of rhe Parliament could not bee 
wrought upon by ſach a fat as that, ro withiraw any part of their 
reverence and obedience from his Majeſty, they hwe with much 
art and induſtry adviſed his Myeſty ro ſuffer divers unjuſt ſcandals 
and imputations upon the Parliament tobe publiſhed in his Name,

and ſanders had been firſt rooted inthe apprehenſion of his Majeſty and 
his SubjeRs;which the more ſpeedily rocffet,they have cauſed a preſſ: 
to be tranſported to Yorke, from wheace ſeverall Papers and Writings 
ofthat kind are conveyed to all parts of the Kingdome,without the Ay- 
thority of the great Scale, in an uuuſuall and illegall manner, and with- 
out the advice of his Majeſtics Privie Connceil, from the greater an 
better part whereof having withdrawn himicife as well as from his 
great Councell of Parliament, he is thereby expoſed to the wicked and 
unfaithfull Counſclls of ſuch as have made the wiſdome and juſtice of 
the Parliament dangerous to themſelves, And this danger they labour 
to prevent, by hiding their own guilt under the Name and ſhadow of 
the King. infuſing into him their owne teares, and as much as-in them 
lies,. aſperſing his Royall Perſon and Honour with their own Infamy, 
from both which,it hath alwayes been as much the care,as it is the du- 
ty of the Parliament to preſerve his Majelty,8& to fix.the guilt cf all eyill: 
Actions and Courſels upon thoſe who have been the Authors of them.. 

Amongſt divers Wcitings of this kind Wee the Lords and Come 
mons in Parliament bavetaken into our conſideration two printed Pa-- 
pers, the firſt containing, A Declaration which they received from his. 
Majeſty in Anſwer to that which was preſented to his Majeſty from 
both Houſes of Parliament, at New-Aarket the gh, of March, 1641s. 
The other his Majeſtics Anſwer to the Petition of both Houſes, preſen- 
tedro his Majeſty at Torke, the 26th, of March, 1642s Bot htwhich are 
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filled with harſh Cenfures,and cauſclefſe Charges upon'the Parliamhent, 
concerning which we hold it neccflary to give fatisfa&tion to the Kings 

dom,ſceing we find it very ditficult to ſatisfie his Majeſty, whom to our 

great grief we have found to be ſo engaged to, and pcfieſt by thoſe miſe 
appretenfions which evill Counſellors have wrought 1n.him, that our 

moſt bumble and faithful Remonſtrances have rather vritated and im- 

bittered , then any thing allayed or mitigated, the ſharpe expreſſions 

which his Majeſty hath been pleaſed to make 1n anſwer to them ; for 

the manifeſtation wherof,and of our own Innocency, we defire that all 

his Majeſties loving SubjeRs may take notice of theſe par ticulars.. 

We know no occa' on given by us which might move his Majeſty to 
tell us that in our Declaration preſented at New- Harker, there were 
ſome expreſſions different from the uſaall ianguage to Princes, | 

Neither did werell his Majeſty,either in words or in <ftea, that if he. 
did not joyne with us in an Ac, whici: his Majeſty conceived might 
prove prejudiciall and dangerous to himſclfand the whole Kingdome, 
we would makea Law without him, and impoſe it upon the people. 
That which we deſired was, that in regard of the imminent danger of 
the Kingdom, the 2iliria for the ſecurity of His Majeſty and his peo- - 
ple might be put under the command of fuch noble and faithfulPerfons, 
as they had all cauſe to confide in,and ſuch was tFereceſlity ofthis pre- 
vention, that we declared that if His Majeſty ſhould refu'e to joyne 
with us therin,the twoHuuſes of Parliament,being the ſuprear eCourt 
and higheſt Counccll ot the Kingdom, were enabled by their own Au- 
thority,to provide for the repulſing of ſuch imminent and evidentdan- 
ger,not by any new Law of their owne making, as hath been untruly 
ſnggeſted to His Majeſty, butby the moit ancient Law of this Kings 
dome, even that which is fundamenrall and c{kntiall to the conſtituti»

Although wee never deſired to encourage His Majeſty to ſuch Res, 

plies as might produce any conteſtation betwixt Him and His Parlia-- 
ment,of which we never found better cfte& then Joſſe of time,and hin- 
derance of the publike aff1irs; yet we have been far from telling him of 
how little value His words would be with us , much leſ when they 
areaccompanied with a&ions of Love and Tultice : His Majeſty bath 
more reaſon ro find fault with thoſe wicked Courfllors who bave fo 
often bereaved Him of the Honour,and His people of the fruit of many 
gracious Speeches which he made to them, ſuchas thoſe in theend of 
the laſt Parliament 3 That in the word of a King and as he was a Gentle= 
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m41 he would revre(e the Grievances of the People, as well out of Parlia- 
ment init; We etie ſearching the Stulies and Chambers, yea the 
pockets of ſome, both of thz Nobility and Commons the veiy next 
day; the Commitment of Maſter Belgfs, Sir Fohn Hothams , and 
Maſter Crew : The continued oppreilions of Ship-money , Coat aad 
Condu& money, with thz manifold impriſonments and other vexa- 
tions the cupon , and other enſuing violations of the Lawes and Li- 
bertics of the Kingdome (all which were the eff:&s ot evill Councell, 
and abundantly declared in our generall Remonſtrance ct the Sta e of 
= Kingdome) actions of Love and Iuftice futable to ſuch words as 
theſe, 

As gracious was His Majeſties Speech n the beginning of this 
Parliament , That He was reſolved to put himelfe freely and clearcly up - 
on the Love and eAfeition of his Engliſh Snubjefts, Whether His 
cauſele file Complaints and Tealoufies, the unjuſt imputations ſo often 
caſt upon His Partiiament , His deniall of their neceſſary Defence by 
the Ordinance of tae iliris, His dangerous abtenting himlſelfe from 
his great Coancell, like to produce ſuch a miſchievous divition ia ths 
Kingdome, have not becn more ſutable to other mens evill Councels, 
than to His owne words, will cafily appeare to any 1ndiff-rent judge- 
ment. | 

Neither have Hts latter Speeches been better uſed and preſerved by 
theſe evill and wicked Councellours, Could any words be fuller of love 
and Iuſtice then thoſe in His Anſwer to the Meſſage ſznt to the Huuſe 
of Commons 31 Decenb.16.,41. Ye do engage unto yeu ſolemnly the word

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Counſellors as are mentioned in our Declaration,to Ins knowſJedg,and 
we hold it cur Duties humbly to avow there are ſuch, or c1ſe we muſt 
fiy that all the ill things done of late in his Majeſties Name hav beene 
done by himſelf, wherein we ſhould neither fullow the direQion ef the 
Law,nor the Aﬀet1ons of our own hearts, which 1s as much as may be. 
to cleare his Majeſty from all imputation of miſzovernment,and to lay; 
the tault upon bis Miniſters ; The falſe acculing of fixe members © 
Parliament; The juſtifying M, Attorney in that falſe Accufſation ; The 
violent comming to the Houſe of Commons; The denyall of the Ar 
litia ; The ſharp Mefſages to both Houſes contrary to the Cuſtomes of 
former Kings ; The long and remote abſence of his Majeſty from Par- 
liament ; The heavy and wrongſull Taxes upen both Houles; The che- 
riſhing and countenancing a difcontented party in the Kingdome a- 
gain{t them : Theſe certainly are the fruits of very ill Counſell,apt to 
put the Kingdome into a combuition,to hinder theſupplics of /re/and, 
and to countenance the proceedings & pretentions of the Rebels there...

That the Rebellion in /reland was framed and cheriſh'd by the Po. 
piſh and maliznant Party in England, is not only affirmed by the Re. 
bels, but may be cleared by many other proofes ; The fame Rebcllious 
Principles of pretended Religion ; The ſame politique ends arc appa- 
rant in both, and their malicious Defignes and PraQtiſes are maſqued 
and diſguiſed with the fame falſe colonr of their earneſt zeale to vindi- 
cate His Majeſtics Prerogative from the ſuppoſed Oppreſſion of the 
Parliament : How much theſe treacherous Pretences have been coun- 
tenanced by ſome cvillCountel about His Majeſty may appeare in this, 
that the Proclamation whereby they were declared Traitors was fo 
long with-held , as to the ſecond of Zarmary, though the Rebellion 
broketorth in Odober before, & then no more but 40 coppies appoin-

of London preſented a Petition to his Majeſtie, for reparation of thoſe 
injuries, his Majelties anſwer was ( without hearing the proofe of the 
complainants ) that if any citizen were wounded or 11 intreated, his 
Majeftie was confidently aflured, that it hapned by their owne evill and 
corrupt Demeanours. | | x 

Wee hope it cannot bethought contrary to the dutie and wiſedome 
of a parliament, if many concurring and frequently reiterated andre» 
newed advertiſements from Rome, Venice, Paris, and other parts, if the 
follicitations of the Popes N#nxsio and our owne diſcontented fugitives 
doe make us jealous and watchfull for the ſafetie-of the State; and wee 
have beene very caretull to make our expreſſions thereof ſo eafie and fo 
plaine to the capacities and underſtandings of the people, that nothing 
might juitly ſtick with them with retleion upon the perſon of his 4a» 
jeſtie; wherein we appeale to the judgement of any indifferent perſon 
who ſhall read and peruſe our owne words. 

Wee muſt maintaine the ground of our icares to bee of that mo 
ment that we cannot diſcharge the truſt and dutie which lies upon. us,. 
unleſſe. that wee doe apply our ſelves to the ule of our mcanes to which,

notreade our Declaration, 

' Whereas , atter our ample thankes and acknowledgement of his 
Majelties favour in paſſing many good Bils, We ſaid that Truth and 
Neceſſity inforced us to adlie this, Thit in or aboxt the tim: of paſſing - 
thoſe Bulls, ſome Deſigne or other hath beene a foot , Which tif it had 
taken effect, Wenld not only have deprived us of the fruit of thoſe Bils,

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but would have reduced us to a Worſe condition of confu fron, tl an that wherein the Para 
liament found u5,t is noW. told »s that the king muſt be moſt ſenſi! le of What We caſt #:port 
Him for requitall of thoſe good Bils, Whereas ont of our uſuall tenderreſſe of his M1a= 
jeſties Honour, we did not mention him at all ; but ſo injurious are thoſe wicked (onn- 


cellours to the name and honour of their M-:fter and Soverat gue, that as much as they 
cay they la their oWne infamy and guilt upon his Shoulders, | 
Here Cdalſ is called to witneſſe His Majeſties n right intentions at the paſſing 
thoſe Lawes, this we will not queſtion, neither did we give any occaſion of fucha 
ſolemn Aſſeveration as this is. T he Divel 5s lizeWiſe defined to prove there Was any de- 
fine with his Mayeſties kyowledge or privity;This might w<ll have bin ſpared, for we 
{pake nothing of His Maj eltie, but ſince we are lo farre taxed as to have it affirmed, 
T hat we laid a notorious ani falfe imputation upon His Maiestie, wee have thought it 
neceſſary for the juſt Defeace of our own Innocency,to caule the oaths and exami= _ 
nations which have been taken comcerning thed-ſizne to be publiſhed in a full nar= 
ration for ſatisfaction of all His m jeſttes fubjeRs, out of which we ſhall now offer 
ſomeftew particulars, whercby the world may judge whither we could have pro- 
gceded with more tendernefle towards His Majeltie, then we have done. 
M.Goring confefſeth that the King firſt a5ked him,Wherher he Were ingaged in any 
Cabal concerning the army ;and commanded him to joyn with 24.Percy,and A4.Jermin 
aud ſome other whom they ſhonld find with1% at 74 .Percies chamber where they took the 
Oh of Secrecy, and thon devated of a delign propounded by M. Jermin,o ſecure the 
Tower, and to conſider of bringing up the army to London, and Cap,Legg onteſſed ke 
had received the draught of a Petition in the K ings preſence; and his Majeſtic acknow= 
ledgeth it was from his owne hand,anJ1 whoſoever reads the ſum of that Petitian, 
35 it was proved by the Teſtimony of S. 1a. «1/oley,S. John Conyers, and Cap,Lep g, 
wille ifily perceive ſome points in it , apt to deget intnem ſome diſcontent agaiult 
the Parliament. And can any man believe there was no dcfigne in the accuſation of 
the L.Kimbolton a .d tbe reſt, in which his Majeſtie doth avow himnſelfe tobe both 
Comman. er and an Actor ;thele things being to, it will ealily appeare to Fe as much 
acatnit the Rules ot Prudence that tne Penner ot this anfwer thould intangle his Ma- 
jeitie in this unueceflary Apolopre, as 1t 15 againſt che Rules of } ittice that. ny repa* 
ra:10n from us {ould be cxcher yeelded or demanded, * | 
It is profeſt in his Majeilites Name;,that he 1s truly ſenſible of the burdens of his peo= 
ple, which makes us hope that bee will rake that comſe wt 1.1 will be molt effectuall 
toeaſe them of theſe burdens, that 1s, to joyne with his Parliament in pre{crving the 
Pzace of. the Kingdome, which by his abſence from them hath bin much 1ndangered, 
and which by h:ndering the voluntary adventures for recovery of Ire/axd,and di{ad- 
ling the SubjeCts vo diſcharge the great rax laid upon-them is like to make the warre - 
much more heavie tothe Kingdome. And for his Majeſties wants, the Parliament ' 
ave been no cauſe of them,we have not-diminiſhed his juſt Revenue,but have much |

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eaſed His publiſe ciurge and ſo:newhat his private, and we ſhall be ready in a Parlia« 
mentary way toſettle his Revenue infuch an honourableproportion, as may bee an- 
twerable to both, when he thall put Himſelte into ſuch a poſture of government thar 
His Subjects may be tecure to cnjoy His jult protection for their Religion, Laiwes 
and Liberties. i 

We never refuted his Majcſties gracious offer of a free and generall Pardon, only 
we {aid tt could be no ſecurity to our preſent feares and jealouſies, and we gave a rea- 
{on for it, that thoſe feares d1d not ariſe out of any guilt of our 6ewn Actions, but out 
of the evill Delignes and Attempts of others,we leave it to the world to judge, whe- 
ther weherein have dleferved (o heavie a tax and exclamation (that it was a ftrange 
world when Princes proffered favours, are counted reproaches, ſuch are the words of 
his Majelties Anſwer) who do eſteem that offer as an at of Princely Grace and boun» 
ty, which lance this Parliament began we have humbly defred we might obtatne,and 
do ſtil hold ic very neceflary and advantazjous for the generality of the Subje& upon 
whom theſe taxes and Sublidies lie heavielt ; but we ſee upon every occaſion how un» 
happic weare in His Majefties mifapprehenſions of our words and aQtions. 

Wee are fully of the Kings mind, as it is here declared, that he may reſt ſo ſecure 
of the Aﬀections of his Subjetts, that he ſhould not Rtand in need of forrergne force 
to preſerve him fiom Oppreſſion, and are confident that he thall never want an a- 
bu ndant evidence of the goo. withes and aſliftance of his whole kingdome, eſpeci- 
ally if hee thall hee pleaſed to hold co that gracious refolution of building upon that 
ſure foundation, The Law of 1he Land; bur why His Majeitie hould rake it ill, that 
wee have received Informations ſo deeply concerning rhe ſafety of the Kingdome, 
and ſhould thinke them fit to bee conlidered of, wee cannotconceive ; for although 
che Nameof rhe perion was unkowne, yet that which was more ſubſtantiall to the 
probability of the Report was knowne (that is)that he was a Servant to the L, Dig- 
bie, when h $ preſumptuous Letter to the Q1eens Majeſty, and other Letters to Sir 
Lewis Dives had intimated ſome wicked P ropoſition ſutable to that Information 
but that fs ſhould require reparation, we hold it as far from juſtice as it is from 
truth, that we have mixt any malice with theſe rumours, thereby to feed the fears 
and jealouſies of the people. 

It isaffirmed his Majeltie 6s -75ver.(but not by us,yet)from a5 perchance hereafter 
if thcre be opportunity of gaining mote credit,there will not be wanting who will 
faggeſt unto his Majz(ie that it is done by us. And if His majeſtie were driven from 
us, we hepe it was not by his owne feares, but by the teares of the L. Digby,and his 
Retinue of Cavaleers, and thar no feares of any tumultuacy Violence, but of their 
juſt puniſhment for their manifold inſolence and intended violence againſt the Par- 
liament,and this is expreſſed by the L. Digby. him(zlf, when he told thoſe Cavalcers 
thatthe principall cauſe of His Majeſties going out of town was to fave them from 
beaiug trampled in the dirt, but of His Majeſtics perſon there was ns caule of feare 
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in the greateſt heate of the Peoples Indignation after the acculation,and his Majes 
fties violent comming to the Houſe . there was no ſhew of any evill intentiona 

ainſt his Regall Perſon, of which there can be no better Evidence then this , that 
£ came the next day without a guard into the City , where he heard nothing but 
Prayers and Petitions, no threatnings or irreverent Speeches that might give him 
any juſt occaſion of feare tha: we have heard of,or that his ma j<ſtie exprelt ; for he 
ſtayed neara week after at White-4all,in a ſecure a reaccable Condition, whereby 
weare induced tobeleeve that there is no Difficulty nor doubrat all but his maje- 
ties Reſidence neare [ o»don may be as ſafe as inany part of the Kingdome. 

We are mo#t aſſared of the faithfullat ſſe of the City and Suburbs, and for our ſelves 
We ſhall quicken the Vigonr of the Lames, the [n 'uſtry of the Magiftrate, th: Authe- 
rity of Parkament for k ſuppreſsing of all rumulr#.ry i nſolencies whatſoever , &- for 
the vinaicating of his Honor from all inſupportabl and inſolent ſcandals, if any ſuch 
ſhall be found ro be raiſed xpon him, £s are jentioned in this eAuſwer, and. herefore Wwe 
thinke it altogether unneceſſary an4 exceding inconvenient to adjourne the Parliament 
Toany other pl..ce. 
| Where the deſire ofa good underſtanding betwixtthe King and the Parliament-is on. 
both parts ſo earneft,as is here profeſt of His Majeltie to be in him, and wee have ſuffici- 
ently teſtified robe in our ſclyes,it ſeemes ſtrange we ſhould be ſo long aſunder , it can 
be no thing elſe butevilland malicious Counſell , miſrepreſenting our carriage ro Him. 
an dindiſpofing His fayourtous ; And as it ſhall be far from us to takeany adyantage 
of his Majeſties ſuppoſed Straights, as to deſire, much leſſe to compel] Him to that which: 
His Honour or Intereſt may render unpleaſant and grievous to Him : So we hope that 
His Majeſtie will not make his owne underſianding or reaſon the Rule of His Govern-- 
ment, but will ſuffer himſelfe to be afliſted with a wiſe and prudent Counſell, that may 
deale faithfully betwixt Him and His People; and that He will remember that His ReG-- 
lations doe concerne a Kingdome, and therefore ought not to be moulded. by.his Own,.
